Suspended 


Contract negotiations between 
bargaining teams representing the 
Andover School Committee and 
the Andover Education Assn. were 
suspended this week and will not 
be resumed until after the first of 
January, 

When spokesmen for the school 
board and the AEA failed Monday 
to reach agreement on a salary 
schedule for 1968, the School Com= 
mittee’s chief negotiator, Free 
derick Fitzgerald, suggested that 
further bargaining sessions bede= 
layed until after the holiday season, 
Members of the AEA team ins» 
dicated that they were ready to 
continue contract talks, but they 
accepted Fitzgerald’s proposal, 

The negotiations were stale= 
mated a week ago when the two 
teams failed to reach a compro= 
mise on salary plans, even though 
the, latest proposal from both the 
School Committee and the AEA 
calls for a new bachelor’s scale 
of $6200 to $9400, 

Fitzgerald told the AEA this 
week that he estimates the annual 
gross cost of its latest salary plan 
at $164,000, He set the net cost 
at $88,800 and explained that this 
figure represents the difference 
between increments built into the 
present schedule andthe requested 
increases for the 1968 schedule, 
Roughly one third of the total cost 
would have to be accounted for in 
the coming tax year, 

“This is just more than we think 
is justified,’? he said, 

The AEA’s chief negotiator 
Robert Miner, pointed out that the 
schedule now recommended by the 
School Committee is not as costly 
as one the board was ready tosign 
earlier in the bargaining, Fitze 
gerald replied that when the SC 
was talking a costlier schedule, it 
was also proposing the suspension 
of negotiations on all items in= 
volving working conditions, He 
added that his team believes that 
some of the AEA’s proposals on 
working conditions would lead to 
budget increases.

After some discussion, it was 
agreed that Fitzgerald should not 
return to negotiations without 
having in hand a record of School 
Committee positions on proposals 
which have yet to be settled.

pletion of the March warrant, Pro= 
posals considered at the last two 
SC - AEA bargaining sessions 
include the following, 

@ The AEA has asked and the 
School Committee has thus far 
refused to stipulate in the contract 
that classroom teachers will be 
involved in the selection of topics 
for professional in-service train= 
ing institutes (the so-called curri- 
culum days) and with the prepara= 
tion of institute programs, 

In its proposal, the AEA not 
only seeks participation but asks 
that the system’s evaluation pro= 
cedure be among the issues con= 
sidered at at least one institute in 
1968, 

The School Committee takes the 
position that it can negotiate on 
the subject of evaluation proce= 
dures, but that the selection of 
subject matter for in-service in= 


stitutes is an administrative policy 


. Matter and therefore non negoti= 


able, 

Interwoven is controversy over 
formation of a curriculum council 
which was among proposals made 
by a team of educators from North= 
east University which evaluated 
the organization of the Andover 
school system some months 
back and recommended measures 
for strengthening the administra= 
tive structure, 


Spokesmen for the School Come . 


mittee said Tuesday that such a 
council would be formed imme= 
diately following appointment of an 
assistant superintendent of secon= 
dary education. Whenpressed fora 
deadline, Supt, Edward Erickson 
replied that he intends to develop 
a curriculum council after separa= 
tion of the present junior high 
school population, even though 
there are no immediate plans for 
the hiring of an assistant superin=- 
tendent, 

The AEA countered with the 
suggestion that Vaughn Clapp, as= 
sistant superintendent of elemen= 
tary education, be named to chair 
the council which led to a discus= 
sion of whether or not Clapp had 
the time and would be interested 
in the assignment, 
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Clapp, who was at the bare 
gaining session, indicated he would 
be interested only if the council 
‘was to be organized for coordi- 
nation of subject matter from 
kindergarten through grade 12 in= 
stead of from grade seven through 
12 as proposed in the Dethy re= 
port. 

The AEA promptly proposed 
such coordination, : 

Representatives of the Schoo 
Committee indicated that they feel 
that Supt. Erickson, who pre= 
sently handles the work that would 
ultimately be turned over to an 
assistant in charge of secondary 
schools, should either head the 
council himself or name a sub= 
stitute, 

The matter was never resolved, 
The AEA continued to request 
linking evaluation and in-service 
institutes and Frederick Fitze 
gerald continued to maintain that 
they should not be tied to one 
another, 

Bruce MacDonald, who spoke for 
the AEA on this issue, said An- 
dover teachers “‘feel that they have 
a problem over evaluation,’® Re= 
ferring to evaluation as one of the 
**paramount concerns’’ of teachers 
within the system, he called atten= 
tion to the fact that though the ad= 
ministration has a program for 
awarding double salary incre= 
ments to outstanding teachers, 
none was awarded last year, He 
added that in the three of four 
years since the program was set 
up, there have been no awards at 
all to elementary teachers, 

The high school teacher said 
that the AEA believes this fact 
illustrates a failure in the present 
evaluation system, 

@ At a bargaining session on 


Dec. 12, the AEA tentatively 


agreed to a School Committee pro= 
posal that teachers be allowed 15 
days of annual sick leave, accumu= 
lative to 150 days and that medical 
certificates be required for ab= 
sences exceeding five days. ~ 

The AEA asked initially for un=- 
limited accumulation, 

@ The AEA also agreed tenta= 
tively to an SC proposal on per= 
sonal absence which stipulates that 
two=days of such leave will be given 
annually when it is ‘‘imperative’’ 
and that the superintendent is re= 
sponsible for equitable adminis=- 
tration. 

Because requests for personal 
absence could involve an emer= 
gency, the School Committee 
agreed to a clause that would 
shorten the grievance procedure 
when there is disagreement, 

The School Committee inserted 
as a condition that no more than 
5% of the teaching staff could ask 
for and receive permission for 
personal absence in a single day, 

Negotiator Fitzgerald replied 
when asked why that this was to 
eliminate the possibility. that 
teachers could effect a work stop= 
page by requesting personal ab= 
sence en masse, 

@ Tentative’ agreement has 
been reached on an AEA proposal 
for five days of professional leave 
per year to which the School Com= 
mittee has added the clause that 
the superintendent can direct 
teachers to take this leave for 
purposes that she believes will 
produce professional improve= 
ment, A provision for an 
accelerated grievance procedure 
was added at the request of the 
AEA, 


@ Agreement was reached on 
the rights of non-tenure teachers, 
which gives those refused tenure 


the right to appear before the 
School Committee to appeal the 
SC decision.

Trees Are Holiday Decorating Favorites 


The evergreen bough, mistletoe 
and holly have beestuséd as Christ= 
mas decorations and associated 
with ceremony and curious custom 
for thousands of years. 

Ancient Romans, raised anevere 
green branch ats the December 
festival of Saturn, their god of 
agriculture and in Egypt, green 
date palms were brought indoors 
to celebrate the winter birthday 
of the sun, 

Long before the Christian era, 
Teutons and Scandinavians held 
mistletoe sacred and hung it over 
doorways as charms, Ancient 
Druids worshipped mistletoe bee 
cause it grew on their sacred oak, 
At the end of every year a Druid 
priest would cut down the mistle- 
toe with a golden sickle, and not

earth, The priestly Druids also 
worshipped the oak and carried a 
great Yule log to the feast of the 
winter solstice, 

It was Saint Boniface in the 8th 
Century in Germany who halted 
the sacrifice of human beings to 
the oak by commanding his faith= 
ful to bring a fir into their homes 
as a symbol of their new worship. 

As pagan ideas gradually 
vanished, the Christmas tree be= 
came a symbol of the season. One 
of) the first written documents 
about the Christmas tree was in 
1605, and Germany was the first 
country where it became an es= 
tablished custom, According to 
legend, Martin Luther was the 
first person to decorate a Christ= 
mas tree, 

From Germany the custom 
spread to England to compete with 


The Christmas tree as it is 
known today was brought to the 
United States by German immi= 
grants, Guy D, Chichester of Bart= 


lett Tree Experts, who has madea 


study of holiday customs, reports 
that Colonial New England had no 
Christmas celebration because 
stern Pilgrims considered it a 
pagan tradition, Even in the south= 
ern colonies, the tradition of the

In some parts of Europe, the 
first trees used for Christmas 
decorations were dormant 
branches of fruit trees. They were 
brought indoors several weeks be= 
fore Christmas and forced into 
bloom by Christmas time.

Whom Should Phillips Serve? 


(Editor’s Note: This is the third 
of four articles discussing the 
work of the Phillips Academy 
steering committee and some of 
its specific recommendations. The 
report is of general interest be- 
cause of Phillips’ position as one 
of the leading independent schools 
in America. The course of educa- 
tion in such institutions cannot 
help but have ar influence on the 
course of education in general.) 


In the chapter of the Phillips 
Academy faculty steering come 
mittee report entitled, ‘‘The Stue 
dent Body: Whom Should the Acad= 
emy Serve?’’, the statement is 
made, ‘‘the Academy can best 
serve itself and society by seeking 
a student body diverse in back= 
ground and varied in abilities and 
personal qualities and that it has 
an obligation to provide an oppor= 
tunity for quality education to some 
who would otherwise be deprived 


of it’*, 

In enlarging on its concept of 
the quality of the student body, the 
report stresses the Academy’s 
goals of offering a liberal educa= 
tion concerned with ‘‘the totality 
of man-intellectual, physical 
emotional, moral and spiritual 
man’’, Discussing the admissions 
policy, the committee points out 
that there are varieties of excel- 
lence in a student body and pro= 
cedes to recommend that excel- 
lence in areas other than intele 
lectual capacity receive more 
attention, 

**Recognizing the needs of adult 
society, Phillips Academy should 
value positive morak qualities as 
much as intellect. It should value 
social competence - that is, an 
interest in others and the ability 
to work with them - as much as 
creative imagination and ori- 
ginality of mind, It should recoge 


nize that brilliance and common 
sense, or good judgment, do not 
necessarily coincide, It should 
value generogity of spirit and 
social concern and should seek 
boys who seem to have the capacity 
for constructive influence and 
leadership, It should also value 
physical hardiness, skill, stamina, 
and courage; should look for them 
among its candidates as it looks 
for other qualities. . .°° 

Pointing out that the median IQ 
of the current Phillips Academy 
student is 188, according to the 
tests of the American Council on 
Education, the committee in the 
report recommends that the Acad= 
emy examine the situation of 
finding itse}f each year admitting 
boys of increasing intellectual 
ability, alluding to the experience 
of highly selective colleges which

The steering committee also 
states that the faculty and ad-= 
ministration of the Academy ‘‘in= 
crease its capacity for dealing 
with disadvantaged minorities by 
increasing its familiarity with the 
problems that these boys present’” 
and suggests that ABC and similar 
summer programs as well as 
teacher exchanges with public 
schools in disadvantaged areas

Academy faculty members could 
involve themselves in, 

Currently, there are 40 boys 
from disadvantaged backgrounds 
enrolled at the Academy, 25 of 
whom participated in one of: the 
summer ABC programs, (A ‘‘dis= 
advantaged boy is defined in the 
report as ‘‘coming from a low 
income family in which neither 
parent had attended college and 
from an environment which had 
not afforded opportunities for 
education commensurate with the 
boy’s ability’’.) Collectively, how= 


ever, over 30% of the student body : 


is receiving financial aid with the 
average grant of $1500 per year, 
A total amount of over $336,000 is

Another point the report makes 
in recommending increasing the 
number of these boys is that ‘‘our 
present students should also be the 
beneficiaries of this policy.

with sports in his hometown school, 
**He took to football like a duck 
takes to water,’® Collins com= 
mented, 

**Athletics is one area where a 
boy’s worth is going to be de= 
monstrated very soon,’*® Collins 
added in expressing the view that 
team sports break down many a 
barrier, ‘‘When you get downthere 
in the mud,°* he said, ‘‘you don’t 
look at a boy’s color,”” 


Collins said that from the start 
he sensed some timidity on the 
part of ABC students, an effort 
“*to keep a tight rein on tempers 
even when a little temper would 
be normal,”* But they are loosening 
up tremenduously, he said last 
week, How does he know? He saw 
one of them trip a teammate up 
in. fun recently, and as a man who 
knows boys, he regards such 
familiarity as a good sign, 

But Collins and teacher Bruce 
MacDonald report that they can 
observe already that having the 
ABC contingent at Andover High 
“thas advantages for our kids,’° 
‘It has done them good to realize 
that these kids are not only just 
as good as they are, but some= 
times better in certain areas,”’ 
Collins explains. McDonald added 
to this view with the remark that 
associating with the ABC boys 
is **helping Andover teenagers to 
realize some of the opportunities 
they take for granted’? and he 
listed particularly home life, 
material possessions and school 
advantages, 

‘These boys are making them 
ask a lot of questions about theme 
selves,’® in the view of another 
staff member, 

Speaking out in a group intere= 
view, Teacher Richard Collins 
pursued this thought with the state= 
ment that ‘*There is no question 
we are gaining as much as they 


(the ABC boys) are, We’re not” 


giving these kids something for 
nothing, We’re just giving them an 
opportunity.°° 

Andover students and the faculty 
learned at a Thanksgiving assem=

Two ABC boys were on the proe 
gram and one of them, Larry 
Osborne, described his impres= 
sions of this community, Beginning 
with the explanation that his atti= 
tudes are colored by experiences 
he has had as a resident of both 
West Virginia and Chicago, IIL, 
young Osborne commented: ‘*The 
first thing I noticed about Andover 
compared to a large city was the

Peace On Earth 


Christians around the world will celebrate the birth of 
one of the great teachers of all time on Monday, reflecting 
upon the simple wisdom of his ancient formula for Peace 
on Earth. 

Those who disassociate themselves even for a moment 
from the tinsel and feasting are certain to feel remorse, 
for honest men know in their hearts how infrequently they 
walk the path prescribed by the man of Nazareth. 

The message of Christmas, however, is a message of 
eternal hope and any who are influenced by the teachings 
of Christ will experience a resurgence of faith that man 
can triumph over his baser instincts. They will believe 
with renewed conviction that everyone must ultimately 
accept the logic of the Christian concept of brotherhood. 

But the world will look the same next December 25 
unless holiday convictions produce more than a transitory 
sense of security. Peace is illusive because of human 
failure and human failure alone. Consequently it should 
be abundantly clear that nations and the individuals that 
populate them must reevaluate their goals and the methods 
for achieving them. 

In a reflective report on his years as dean of admission 
at Amherst College, Eugene S. Wilson recently admitted 
that people in the business of evaluating people are 
constantly frustrated by how little is known about intel- 
ligence and learning and the relatively limited effort being 
made to unravel the mysteries of the mind. ‘‘I can’t help 
but wonder,’’ he said, ‘‘what would happen if our nation 
spent the same time, money, thought and energy now 
devoted to space exploration on human growth and devel- 
opment. Enabling man to land on the moon seems in- 
significant compared with helping a man to land on his 
feet.’’ 

Dean Wilson is not suggesting that mankind should 
limit its horizons; he merely suggests that we might do 
well to reconsider priorities. 

Unless the peoples of the world can become preoccupied 
with the development of individual potential and as 
cognizant as Christ of individual worth, the kind of peace 
we talk about at Christmas time will continue to elude us.

Nature’s Ways 
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New England Mistletoe No Inspiration 


By Wayne Hanley 

It’s a good thing that Christmas 
spirit does not depend upon New 
England’s mistletoe, otherwise the 
art of kissing might be seriously 
hampered, 


There are many mistletoes on 
earth and New England could hardly 
have done worse in that age when 
mistletoes were distributed, Our 
mistletoe is the so-called dwarf 
mistletoe, and we share the little 
blighter with Newfoundland, 
Quebec and parts of New York, 
Pennsylvania and Michigan, 


It is doubtful that the Druids 
would have incorporated mistletoe 
into their festivals - thus passing, 
it on as a Christian heritage - if 
they had had as little to work with 
as dwarf mistletoe, It hardly would 
have inspired one to dance around 
an oak tree, all knobby-kneed and 
goose=pimply beneath a bearskin 
serape, Certainly it would have 


made an unsatisfactory wreath: 


crown, 


The New England mistletoe 
grows as the next thing to an in= 
visible plant, It thrives only on 
spruce and larch trees, Its pre- 
sence becomes apparent from what 


it causes, rather than from any 
visible growth, It causes an ab= 
normal growth in the tops of these 
trees which is known as ‘‘witch’s 
broom’*®, The witch’s broom is a 
broom = like growth of the tree’s 
own wood, and not the mistletoe 
itself, 


Our mistletoe, like all mistle=- 
toes everywhere, is a parasitic 
plant. It has no leaves, and needs 
none, It draws its nourishment 
directly from the branch of the 
host tree, It is a waxy, olive-green 
growth = leafless and nothing buta 
segmented stem that seldom 
reaches more than one inch high, 


Despite its truncated appearance, 
dwarf mistletoe is a flowering plant 
that produces seed, Its basic 
method of seed distribution differs 
from most mistletoes, Most of 
them produce seeds which are 
eaten by birds, The seeds pass 
through the digestive tract and are 
deposited on branches by roosting 
birds. Thus, most mistletoes grow 
only on mature limbs large enough 
to support birds. The dwarf mistle= 
toe has circumvented such involved 
distribution, A pressure inits seed 
capsule shoots the ripe seeds 


twenty feet into the air, Many drift 
in the wind as much as sixty feet. 
The seeds have a sticky coating 
that causes them to cling to any 
limb they strike, 

The yellowish-green, waxy 
mistletoe that we think of as the 
genuine mistletoe actually is the 
**false mistletoe’’, False, that is, 
because while it appears much 
like the original European mistle= 
toe, it is a different species, The 
false mistletoe grows in the 
southern states, as far north as 
New Jersey. It prefers the hard= 
wood trees as a host. In the 
southern winter, when the trees 
are leafless, clumps of false 
mistletoe retain their leaves and 
appear like squirrels’ nests from 
a distance, 

The false mistletoe of American 
Christmas fame is less of a para= 
site than the New England dwarf 
mistletoe, It is capable of drawing 
food from the host tree, but appare 
ently it manufactures most of its 
own food and uses the host only 
for transportation of water and 
dissolved minerals, Because of 
this habit, it has received a 
scientific name which means “‘thief 
tree’’,

What’s Your Problem? 


Beware Of Cheap Advice 


In this column we have some= 
times tried to explain the dif= 
ference between giving advice and 
counseling, Often troubled people 
who come to Family Service expect 
the counselor to tell them exactly 
how to solve their problems, Some= 
time they are quite disappointed 
that no instant solutions are forth= 
coming, 

When they really think about the 
situation they will probably re= 
member that they have had lots of 
advice before, from cousins, in= 
laws, former classmates and 
possibly the friendly neighbor- 
hood bartender (although current 
surveys show that few people ask 
the bartender for any advice, ex= 
cept how to mix a good dry martini), 

Some of the advice has been 
quite specific, ‘‘Billis a bum... 
you should leave him and get a 
divorce.’® ‘‘Johnny is spoiled... 
if you were stricter with him his 
grades would improve,’® ‘‘Your 
mother-in-law is impossible ... 
just tell her where to get off.” 

Other advice has been more 
general, ‘‘Just use your common 
sense,”’ “‘If you’ll just grin and 
bear it, things will probably work 
out all right.’* And then there is 
always the person who says: ‘‘if 
I were you I would, ..’’. -

A counselor works: differently. 
He helps the person with a problem 
to see the problem and himself 
from new angles, to consider, and 
possibly to discard, any number 
of possible solutions, Whena solue 
tion is finally arrived at and acted 
upon it’s the person’s own, figured 
out by himself, adopted by himself, 
and adapted to his own special 
situation and therefore accepted 
by himself. And because of this, 
it’s probably the right one for him, 
That of course does not mean it’s 
necessarily the right one for the 
next guy.

New Finish 
Attacks Oil 


A new finish for cotton fabrics 
that makes them repel such sub= 
stances as salad dressing, but not 
water, has been developed by USDA 
researchers, Usually, when a 
fabric is treated to repel oily dirt, 
it also repels water and is ime= 
possible to wash properly because 
it doesn’t really get wet. 

Now the scientists have found 
a new chemical treatment, Cottons 
treated with the finish resist oily 
soil, such as that on men’s shirt 


' collars, as well as staining by 


meat fats and vegetable oils. But 


when washing time comes, the 
treated fabric allows penetration 
by water and detergent to remove 
soil and any stains that do get into 


the fabric. 
In their present state of devele 


opment, the finishes can be used

they make white ones yellow, so

The School Committee made a 
policy decision Tuesday night 
against further hiring of departe 
ment heads, or those in adminis= 
trative positions as coaches, The 
motion introduced by Dr, Richard 
Katz, was passed 4-1, with Come 
mitteeman William Doherty abe 
staining, Dr, Katz and the com= 
mittee emphasized that they did 
not intend to ask department heads 
who are already coaching to get 
out of coaching, but the committee 
instructed Committeeman Fred 
Fitzgerald to convey to the athletic 
director and discuss with these 
men their phasing down from fulle 
time coaching over a period of the 
next couple of years, 

In what seemed an about-face, 
the Committee than approved the 
appointment of Richard Neal, as= 
sistant junior high principal and 
Gerald Silverman, new head of the 
history department in the West 
Junior High, as junior . high 
coaches, But these appointments 
were pointedly .separated from 
other coaching appointments 
approved at the same session and 
were made for one season only, 
to avoid cancellation of the sport 
involved, 

The policy decision resolved 
the issue raised at previous meet= 
ings of whether department heads 
who are paid extra to spend time 
in development of curriculum and 
other departmental duties should
